Terrible Catnstvopbie on the Mississlppl River

The Steanmstip Stonewnll Bovned o the
Water's Edge When 01 Neeley's Landing
thver Two Hundread Persons Drovwned --Onils

steamer Stonewall was burned this  morning
near Neely's landing, on the Mississivpi,
about fortv-five miles above Cairo. nomd  that

forty-three of the passengers and craw ont of
ong  hundred and  sisty  were saved.  The
Stonewall sailed hence on Tuesday for New

Orleans. From the tonor of dispatches re-
redd 1L I8 inforred that all above the nmal

mentioned, 1 ey Ahroe, were lost.

Stonewall, and farnishes the following particu-

lays of the disaster:

The boat caught five at 6.80 on Wednesday
evening, at a point a little below Neoly’s land-
ing, 126 miles below St. Louis, (fom a candle,
which the deck passengoers had near somae hay
while playing cards. The steamoer was run on
a gravel bar, the pilot supposing that the pas.
SONZOTS could wade ashiore on the bar. Unfor-
tunately, at the end of the bar was o slough,
and herc it was that the larger number were
drowned.

The boat only ran on the bar two feet, and
the shallowest water about her was live or six
feet. The boat being londed with hav, burned
very uickly, and all efforts to put out the five
wore unavailing. The Belle of Memphis came
up at 9.50, three hours after the accident, and
rendered all the assistance posgsible,  Ounf
ll.l]itl'lr‘"l il'l'l ﬂ“_\'*i WO Ppassengers
crew, only thirty are known to be saved.

The last seen of Captain Scott he was float-
ing down stream on a log. The people at
Necly’s saw the light, and hastened to assist,
One man reseued sixteen persons with a skilr,
and had jt not been for this help all wonld
have boen lost. A geitlleman from Paducah,
Kv., swam ashore with a lady, and at her én-
treavy returned to save her child. In swim-
ming ashore he was grasped by a drowning
man, and was compelled to shake him off.

Une man was taken from the wrack so badly
burned that he died on reaching shore, Cap-
tain Dondy, of Shreveport, La., was saved,
There were thirty nine cabin passengers and
crew. All the ladies on board were lost but
one, Fulkerson, the pilot, and the carpoenter
were the only ones of the crew saved,

The boat was owned by Captain Jolin Shaw
and Dennis Long, the latter iv Louisville, and
was valued at $45,000; insured for $20,000.
She had on board B0O tons of freight, including
270 head of horses and mules, which were in-
sured. Captain Shaw had stopped oll' this
trip, and Captain Thomas Scott was in com-
mand.

S, Lovig, Oct, 28.—George 'W. Fulton, chiefl en-
gineer of the Stonswall, nrrrived bere on the Belle
glcm;-hin, and givessome (arther partioulars. Six-
teen persons were saved by olinging to a plank,
nnd v‘:tu-:n more swam ashore, and these are all,
put of the 230 to 260 on board, of whose positive
safety there is any cortainty.

A man named Dennett was rh‘ked up, but dled
soon afterward, The only officers of the boat
known to be saved are George W. Fulton, chief
engineer; Edward Fulkrod, pilot, and E. P, Wat-
son, carpenter. Monros Vandervoort, the stoker,
aud Oharles Williams and John Churchman, deck
bands, were also saved., Of three ladies on board
only one, Mrs. Gregg, was saved, .

The scene on board wks In‘urlremliu; in the ox-
treme, The flames spread with wondesrtul rapldity
under the actionof & high wind, and the passen-
Rers, in wild terror, crowded the forceastla antil
torced overboard In a maes, and drowned each
other in desperate struggles to free themsolves.
Others would spring m‘urfumnl. whirl round in the
strong current for an instant, and disappear for-
ever.

Mr. Fulton fumped overboard and attempted to
wwim ashore, but coming in contact with a number
of mules, swam to wnd clambered upon the wheel
of the boat,

While he was there the steampipe burst, and the
wheel revolved three times, Me clung to 1t, how-
ever, aud was Unally taken ashore in a skifl,

Charles Williams, deck hand, .-.af'n he triod to
smother the fire when it wae first discovered with
blankets, but the wind blew so strongly that he
falled. An effort was made to bring the hoss Into
pliy on the tire, but the crow d of frenzied deck
pussengers rushed with such irresistible fores npon
the men hwving [t in cbharge that they were ebliged
to give it up. L

Willinme then throw overboard a bale of hay, sud
setting on it drifted to the stern of the boat, whore
!u- fonnd the sawl, conthining £ix men and u woman,
He wis talen in, but, having no ears, they conld
ot tem the eurrent, and Wilisms wud the woman
werd put ashora, and the romalning men wade an-
other attempt to reach the steamer, using the seats
of the yawl for paddies; but tho tide was Ltoo sirong,
and they were carrled down stream und seen no
more.
